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Push for pledge 
on rail crossing

MULTI-MILLION pound up¬ 
grades to Ely’s rail network have 
been given the green light. 

The Department for Transport has 
approved plans to improve rail 
freight between Felixstowe and 
Nuneaton. 

The decision was made on Tuesday and 
the scheme is expected to be completed in 
2014. Transport bosses and Network Rail say 
the East Anglian upgrades are vital to secure 
Britain’s recovery from the recession. 

The project will also take around 750,000 
lorries off the country’s roads - including the 
A14 - by 2030. 

Fred Brown, leader of East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council, welcomed the news, 
but said the council wanted to make sure 
congestion at Ely’s notorious A142 railway 
crossing was not made worse. 

He told the Weekly News : “The upgrading 
of the railway line will take a significant 
amount of freight off our roads which is the 
only realistic way forward. 

“However, we hope it won't create more 
problems than it solves. For clearly more 
trains will mean the A142 crossing at the 
railway station in Ely will be closed even 
longer during peak hours. 

“We are working hard to make sure 
Network Rail understand the implications of 
traffic congestion as a result of this upgrade 
and the need to agree joint solutions as early 
as possible as part of this project.”

A PROLIFIC thief caught 
shoplifting, while sub¬ 
ject to a conditional dis¬ 
charge, has avoided a 
jail sentence. 

Dale Maddison, 44, was 
caught stealing in Ely city 
centre less than three weeks 
after magistrates made him 
subject to a 12-month cond¬ 
itional discharge for handling 
stolen goods. 

But the bench at Ely Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court opted to fine 
the former drug addict instead 
of sending him to prison. 

Maddison, of Deacons Lane, 
Ely, pleaded guilty last Thurs¬ 
day to one charge of shop¬ 
lifting and another charge of 
using threatening words/beh¬ 
aviour to cause alarm/harass¬ 
ment/distress. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, 
said: “Pc Williams was on duty 
in Ely city centre on Sunday, 
November 14 when the alarms 
at Boots in Market Place went 
off. 

“Staff confirmed an electric 
Braun series-3 razor, worth 
£43.33, had been stolen. 

“A short while later, officers 
spotted Maddison walking 
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across the Paradise playing 
field towards his home. 

“He told officers: ‘Yes, I 
admit it, I stole the razor. It’s 
on charge in my house’.” 

The bench heard how 
Maddison was arrested the 
next day after swearing at staff 
in the Spar shop on Ely’s High 
Street. 

Mrs Mardell said: “Maddi¬ 
son was in the Spar shop when 
the shopkeeper approached 
him. 

“He thought he’d stolen 
sweets and confronted him 
about it. Maddison became 
agitated and started to shout 
and swear at the shopkeeper. 

“Maddison became more 
aggressive and the police were 
called.” 

Mrs Mardell told the court 
that Maddison had a “long 
history of theft-related off¬ 
ences” and that he had been 
made subject to a 12-month 
conditional discharge at 
Cambridge Magistrates’ Court 
on October 27 after pleading 


guilty to handling stolen 
goods. 

Christina Metcalfe, miti¬ 
gating, said: “I cannot deny 
my client has an extensive 
record. 

“He suffers from a number 
of serious medical disorders 
and is receiving treatment for 
those. 

“Past difficulties also mean 
he suffers from chronic dep¬ 
ression, for which he also 
takes medication. 

“Mr Maddison needs these 
further addressing and he is 
working well with people to do 
so.” 

Hamish Ross, presiding 
magistrate, fined Maddison 
£120 for the shoplifting charge 
and ordered him to pay Boots 
£43.44 in compensation. 

He was also fined £60 for the 
incident on November 15 and 
a further £120 for breaching 
his conditional discharge. 

Mr Ross said: “On the basis 
that you have accommodation 
that is suited to you and that 
you are receiving the right 
treatment, we are not going to 
send you to prison.”

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Women’s safety fears 
as safe rooms dumped

A COUNCIL’S move to scrap a 
scheme which protects victims of 
domestic violence in their homes 
has been criticised by a national 
welfare charity. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council has 
suspended its Domestic Violence Sanctuary 
Scheme due to a lack of available funding, 
the Weekly News has learned. 

The decision has sparked concern from 
domestic abuse charity Women’s Aid - but 
the council insists there are “other avenues” 
for victims to seek help. 

The scheme was launched in the Ely area 
in 2005. A secure room, designed to with¬ 
stand at least 30 minutes of attack, is 
provided in the home of a victim of domestic 
abuse. The room also has a special phone 
line to police, who guarantee an emergency 
response. 

The council has provided 11 rooms in the 
district - at an average cost of £3,500 each. 

But the council’s strategic development 
committee has suspended the scheme and 
will instead focus on re-housing victims. 

A spokeswoman for Women’s Aid said: “It 
is true that the majority of domestic abuse 
victims would rather get out of the property 
they are being abused in. However, sanct¬ 
uary rooms are extremely important and 
enable victims to escape abuse quickly and 
effectively. 

“We understand councils are in difficult 
financial situations but abandoning 
schemes like these does put domestic 
violence victims at risk.” 

Funding has so far been provided by the 
Community Safety Partnership and the 
Homelessness Prevention Grant - but 
further funding is no longer available. 

A report shows the council deals with 
around 50 families each year who want to 
escape violence. Of those, around 20 families 
each year become “homelessness accept¬ 
ances”. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, chairman of the 
strategic development committee, said 
housing officers would be working to 
identify funding to continue the sanctuary 
project. But he said: “Domestic violence is an 
extremely sensitive issue and something we 
take extremely seriously. 

“Obviously, we would like to keep the 
scheme running but there is simply no 
funding available. That does not mean we 
are ignoring victims - there are many other 
avenues for them to seek help from us - the 
main one being through refuges and seeking 
alternative housing. 

“Re-housing victims is much more 
favourable and that is what we will be 
focusing on for the time being.”

At present, freight trains must 
travel down the busy Great Eastern 
main line and through London to 
reach the north. 

Once Network Rail’s upgrade of 
the line from Felixstowe to Nun¬ 
eaton is complete, via Ipswich, Ely 
and Peterborough, it will provide 
more direct journeys from Felix¬ 
stowe to the Midlands. 

The project will see two 775m 
sections of track built east of Ely 
station to “enable better regulation 
of trains through the junctions at 
Ely”. 

Andrew Munden, Network Rail 
route director for Anglia, said: 
“Britain relies on rail freight and 
Anglia’s railways are playing a 
crucial role in the country’s 
economic recovery. 

“More and more companies are 
switching to rail and reaping the 
economic and environmental 
benefits. 

“As Britain climbs out of rec¬ 
ession, Network Rail is boosting 
business by creating new opp¬ 
ortunities for freight transported to 
and from major ports like Felix¬ 
stowe.”

A FARM has been fined £10,000 
after a worker received an 
horrific electric shock. 

David McMullan, 20, was 
working with irrigation equip¬ 
ment at Crouchmoor Farm, 
Littleport, in October when 
33,000 volts of electricity flowed 
through his body. 

He lifted one of the irrigation 
pipes and it made contact with 
an overhead power line. 

As reported in the Weekly 
News, Mr McMullan, from 
Armoy, County Antrim, North¬ 


ern Ireland, suffered internal 
injuries and severe burns. He 
big toe was also amputated. 

After a investigation, the 
Health and Safety Executive 
(HSE) prosecuted his emp¬ 
loyers, Waldersley Farms Ltd - 
one of the largest potato 
growers in the UK. 

The bench at Ely Magistrates’ 
Court heard on Tuesday how 
the company gave a lack of 
training and information to its 
employees and contractors. 

There had also been no 


assessment on how to carry out 
the work safely. 

The company, based at Lynn 
Road, Southery, near Down- 
ham Market, admitted breach¬ 
ing Regulation 4(3) of the 
Electricity at Work Regulations 
1989. The firm was fined 
£10,000 and ordered to pay 
£2,223.38 in court costs. 

Stephen Faulkner, HSE 
inspector, said: “This was a 
horrible incident which was 
entirely preventable had his 
employers made Mr McMullan 


aware of the overhead power 
lines and the risk they posed to 
the working environment. 

“Mr McMullan is lucky to be 
alive. However, that doesn’t def¬ 
lect from the severity of the 
injuries he suffered and the 
nine weeks he spent in hosp¬ 
ital. 

“Employers must ensure that 
appropriate training and sup¬ 
ervision is provided to emp¬ 
loyees and contractors and a 
sufficient risk assessment must 
also be carried out."

Fraudster’s 
£3k swindle 


A PROLIFIC fraudster 
swindled his brother- 
in-law out of £3,000 to 
buy gifts for his child¬ 
ren, a court heard. 

Paul Fuller, 48, also tried to 
rob Peter Hawkins, his sister’s 
husband, of a further £5,000 
- just weeks after being 
released from prison. 

In February this year, 
Fuller was sentenced at 
Cambridge Crown Court to 
15 months in jail after 
pleading guilty to two counts 
of fraud. He had bought three 
vehicles for £11,585 and paid 
off the bill fraudulently using 
a credit card. 

But the same court heard 
that in fune, just weeks after 
being released on licence, 
Fuller, of Wisbech Road, 
Littleport, struck again. 

Sara Walker, prosecuting, 
said: “His sister, Amanda 
Hawkins, and her husband, 
Peter were on holiday when 
they received a phone call 
from Fuller. 

“He said he needed either 
her or Peter’s driving licence 
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number to fill out some 
documents. Mrs Hawkins 
agreed and gave him Peter’s 
driving licence number.” 

Miss Walker added: “Once 
home, on fune 24, they rec¬ 
eived a letter from a comp¬ 
any called Yes Loans, where a 
loan application for £5,000 
had been filled in with Peter 
Hawkins’ name. 

“Two days later, the couple 
received a bank statement 
addressed to Fuller. 

“Mrs Hawkins opened it 
and there was a £3,000 loan 
that had been paid in from a 
company called FLM Loans. 

“They immediately phon¬ 
ed the police and Fuller was 
traced to a caravan at Two 
Acres Caravan Park in Little 
Thetford. 

“There, a bank statement 
forged with Peter Hawkins 
name and other fraudulent 
material was also found.” 

Fuller was arrested and in 
a police interview said he 


was “desperate” for money 
and wanted to buy gifts for 
his children. 

He also admitted he had 
spent the £3,000 loan but had 
not been successful in rec¬ 
eiving the £5,000 loan. 

Fuller, who has 14 previous 
convictions for 31 offences, 
pleaded guilty to one count 
of fraud at Ely Magistrates’ 
Court in September. 

On Tuesday, he told fudge 
lonathan Haworth that he 
had “turned his life around”. 

Unrepresented in court, he 
said: “I’ve now got a job, a 
new house and a new part¬ 
ner that I’m getting married 
to. 

“I want to put my past 
behind me and never come 
back to court again.” 

fudge Haworth sentenced 
him to eight months in 
prison, suspended for 12 
months. 

He was also ordered to 
complete 180 hours of un¬ 
paid work in the local comm¬ 
unity and to pay £3,300 
compensation to FLM Loans 
at £40 per week.

Tough times 
for takeaways 

Sir, While parking is in the news 
again - and having some incentive 
to limit the time cars are left on our 
streets seems a good idea to me - 
we need to think about the 
problem of deliveries.

What’s in a name: call 
for flair on city streets 


Drink-driver 
caught with 
broken light 

A LITHUANIAN man was caught 
drink-driving after his rear brake 
light failed and police stopped 
him. 

Darius Parauka was driving his 
Volvo down Forehill, Ely, when 
officers noticed that he was 
exceeding the 30mph speed limit. 

When the 27-year-old applied 
the brakes near the junction with 
Broad Street, police also dis¬ 
covered his rear brake light was 
not working. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, 
said: “Officers stopped the vehicle 
at around 2am on November 6. 

“Parauka smelt strongly of 
alcohol and subsequently failed 
the roadside breath test. 

“He was arrested and, at Ely 
police station, gave a reading of 
66 micrograms of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of breath.” The legal 
limit is 35 micrograms. 

Parauka, of Morton Close, Ely, 
pleaded guilty to a charge of 
driving a motor vehicle while 
above the legal limit, at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court. 

Unrepresented in court, he 
said: “I know what I did was 
wrong and I know I’m going to be 
banned.” 

Magistrates disqualified Para¬ 
uka from driving for 18 months. 
He was also fined £180 and ord¬ 
ered to pay £85 court costs and 
£15 victim surcharge. 


A COUNCILLOR is urging 
property developers to be more 
creative when assigning street 
names. 

Cllr feremy-Friend Smith says street 
names in Ely lack “flavour”. 

The city and district Liberal Democrat 
councillor believes builders should be 
putting more thought into names for new 
housing developments in the city by 
creating themes. 

Cllr Friend-Smith, whose represents 
Ely South, said: “I just don’t think Ely has 
much charm when it comes to street 
names. They need more flavour and we 
need more meaningful names. 

“We should have street names that 
residents are proud of and that visitors 
admire. 

“Obviously changing street names 
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would be disastrous but I think future 
developers in the city should bear it in 
mind and use their imagination a bit 
more." 

Cllr Friend-Smith recently complained 
about the issue at a City of Ely Council 
meeting. 

He said street names were determined 
by developers putting forward 
suggestions, which then accepted or 
rejected by the city council. 

The councillor wants a public con¬ 
sultation for residents to suggest street 
names for future developments in the 
city. 

He said: “I think themes would work 
well. We have Wicken Fen nearby so what 


about new developments having a 
butterfly theme for their names, or 
something similar? 

“Areas like Beresford Road, Tennyson 
Place, Darwin Close and Collier Close, for 
example, just have no real link and it 
makes us wonder why developers have 
selected them. 

“I just think we need our streets to have 
more significance.” 

Cllr Friend-Smith said Cllr Mike Rouse, 
who represents Ely North, is also backing 
the call for a consultation. 

The issue is now being considered by 
the city council.

Ofsted inspectors said the school 
was beginning to move in the right 
direction but needed further 
action. 

They acknowledged that a large 
number of staff changes in recent 
years had disrupted pupils’ edu¬ 
cation and slowed their progress. 

Ofsted held a monitoring insp¬ 
ection at the school earlier this 
month. 

In the report, inspector Martin 
Cragg, said: “I am of the opinion 
that the school is making satis¬ 
factory progress in addressing the 
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issues for improvement and in 
raising the pupils’ achievement. 

“The school identified the 
improvement of pupils’ writing as a 
priority in 2009/10 and used the 
‘talk for writing’ approach to 
improve pupils’ planning and 
composition. 

“In 2010, the provisional results 
for Year 6 pupils in national tests 
indicate that writing improved on 
previous years and is now above 
average, as is English.” 

Mr Cragg added that senior staff 
had taken effective steps to imp¬ 
rove teaching and there was now 
greater collaboration between 
teachers in planning lessons and a 
stronger focus on matching work to 
pupils’ individual needs and 
capabilities. 


He added: “The school is on 
track to achieve the target set in the 
local authority’s statement of 
action.” 

The report noted there was now 
a clear policy for marking and 
commenting on pupils’ work 
which pupils understand and find 
helpful.” 

Gill Gilbert, the school’s head, 
said: “We are all very pleased to 
have our hard work recognised by 
Mr Cragg following his visit earlier 
this month. 

“As a school we have worked 
positively with the local authority 
to address the key issues outlined 
by Ofsted. 

“Our systems are now in place 
throughout the school and we are 
using them to support pupil 
attainment and progress.” 

The school will continued to be 
monitored by inspectors.

Farmer chips 
in harvester for 
a capital show 

A CAMBRIDGESHIRE farmer helped to 
represent the nation’s potato industry at 
the historic Lord Mayor’s Show in London. 

More than 500,000 people lined the 
capital’s streets on Saturday, November 13 
for the civic procession and millions more 
across the world watched it on television. 

But for the first time ever, a Grimme 
self-propelled two row potato harvester 
was involved in the celebrations, thanks to 
Ely farmer Richard Lee. 

Mr Lee, owner of Highflyer Farm, loaned 
the harvester for the event to represent the 
potato industry and give support to the 
Worshipful Company of Farmers. 

The Varitron 270 Grimme harvester, 
which is still being used at the farm for 
harvest, started its journey from Ely to 
London on the Friday on the back of a low- 
loader. 

En route, it stopped outside Ely 
Cathedral, where it was waved off by the 
mayor of Ely, Cllr Brian Ashton, the Bishop 
of Huntingdon, Dr David Thomson, the 
Dean of Ely Cathedral, Dr Michael 
Chandler, liverymen of the company and 
choristers. 

Once in London, it joined hundreds of 
other vehicles to travel the three-mile 
procession through the city’s streets. 

Liveryman was Lindsay Hargreaves, 
who was dressed in the attire of a 19th 
century farm worker for the event.

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A HARD-surfaced, multi-games 
facility could be built on Ely’s 
High Barns estate. 

Residents in High Barns and New Barns 
Road are working with the City of Ely 
Council to provide youngsters with the 
new feature, which could be used for 
basketball, football and hockey, all year 
round. 

City councillor and former mayor, 
Richard Hobbs, said there was a real 
“need” for the facility.

“The multi-games facility in St John’s 
has been so successful so we’re confident 
it will be in High Barns. 

“There is a need for it there - it’s a very 
well-used site and currently all the 
youngsters have is the usual swings and 
other bits. 

“We want them to have somewhere 
where they can play sports off the grass 
and on hard surfaces all year round.” 

Cllr Hobbs said residents had worked 
“extremely hard” alongside the council to 
try to get the new facility. 

He said: “High Barns and New Barns 
Road get such bad press from people but 
it’s not fair. What I’ve seen is people who 
care about their community and who 
want the best for others. 

“I’m determined to give the youngsters 
a facility which they so badly need.” 

Cllr Hobbs said the council is now 
looking at the cost of the project and 
added: “It will be an expensive facility so 
we need to start putting in bids for grants 
but I’m quite confident we’ll get some. 

“The new multi-games facility would 
also be partly-funded by the council.” 

It is hoped the new feature could be 
opened next spring.

Technology used to 
rid college of bullies 


TEACHERS at a secondary 
school have reduced bully¬ 
ing incidents by 75 per cent 
in less than 18 months. 

Since last June, technology has 
been used at Witchford Village 
College to track every incident of 
bad behaviour and allow staff to 
react quickly to reports of bullying. 

Figures show it has reduced 
bullying by 75 per cent. 

The announcement comes 
during Anti-Bullying Week. 

The incidents reported at the 
college in the past have included 
homophobic comments, taking 
possessions, physical assaults and 
cyber bullying. 

The college now records any 
bullying that takes place within the 
school and also those that they are 
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made aware of outside school. 

Jason Wing, the college’s vice¬ 
principal, said: “We have virtually 
eliminated bullying at our school 
by ensuring that any incident is 
logged and the necessary action is 
taken straight away so the victim 
feels supported and the bully 
knows the behaviour is simply not 
tolerated. 

“We use our school’s SIMS man¬ 
agement information system to 
record every incident of bad 
behaviour. This enables us to have 
a comprehensive picture of the 
conduct of pupils within the 
college.” 

College bosses say the system 
means underlying causes of 


bullying can be identified and 
addressed. 

Phil Neal, managing director of 
SIMS, Capita Children’s Services, 
said: “In many schools, behaviour 
incidents such as bullying are 
recorded on paper systems. This 
makes it difficult for teachers to 
react immediately to bullying or 
share and analyse information as 
these details are often kept in the 
school office or with a member of 
staff who does not actually teach 
the student. 

“If schools regularly record and 
store detailed information on 
bullying and other unacceptable 
behaviour they can nip it in the 
bud.” 

The technology has just been 
shortlisted for an Education 
Investor Award 2010.

housing will go into a big pot to be 
spent across the district and not 
necessarily for the benefit of the 
families living in these homes. 

“This amounts to nothing short of a 
tax on affordable housing.” 

But Cllr Peter Moakes, chairman of 
the council’s strategic committee, said 
Cllr Allen was “jumping the gun”. 

He added: “Far from imposing a tax 
on affordable homes we are actually 
starting a period of consultation 
where residents can tell us what they 
think of plans to use developer 
contributions to improve local roads, 
schools and leisure services. Sounds a 
little different when it is described like 
that doesn’t it? 

“It’s not scary, not targeted at the 
poor and not actually a roof tax. 

“We know that we need more 
affordable homes so as part of this 
consultation we will be speaking to 
housing associations, discussing 
special arrangements for develop¬ 
ments which are 100 per cent 
affordable homes and looking at the 
areas developers’ contributions can 
make a difference for everyone.” 


EAST Cambridgeshire District 
Council has rubbished claims 
that it is set to impose a “roof’ 
tax on affordable housing. 

Liberal Democrats claim Conser¬ 
vatives are planning to charge 
developers building much-needed 
social housing a levy. 

They say the “roof” tax, will replace 
the Section 106 developer cont¬ 
ributions and give the cash-strapped 
council funds to provide community 
facilities elsewhere in the district. 

However, the authority insists the 
Lib Dems are scaremongering and 
that a consultation period is to be 
launched to discuss the issue. 

Cllr Ian Allen, Lib Dem leader, says 
any such move could deter land- 
owners willing to sell plots for 
affordable homes and punish hous¬ 
ing associations who want to develop 
in the south of the district. 

He said: “We badly need affordable 
homes to reduce our housing waiting 
list but the Tories seem intent on 
putting obstacles in the way. 

“What farmer is going to give up his 
land for affordable housing knowing 
that 10 per cent of the money is going 
towards this tax? 

“The money raised for affordable

NEW banks to collect old CDs, 

DVDs, PC games, books and board 
games have been installed in all nine 
of Cambridgeshire’s recycling 
centres. 

Among those boasting the new 
banks is Grunty Fen Recycling Centre 
in Poole Road, Witchford. 

The banks will be emptied by West 
Midlands-based company Wilcox 
Reprocessors, which trades 
extensively in Africa, where the 
books are used mainly in education, 
and the CDs, DVDs and the 
computer and board games are sold 
for reuse where possible. 

Any materials not suitable for reuse 
are shredded in the UK and recycled 
into paper and plastic. 

The banks are blue and are labelled 
‘book banks’, but carry the full list of 
items that can be placed in them for 
reuse or recycling.

Safety fears as 
bike gate shuts 


CYCLISTS have raised fears for 
their safety - and other rail 
users - at Ely railway station. 

They say conditions at the station 
are “dangerous” because a side ent¬ 
rance gate is being locked throughout 
the day. 

Previously, cyclists used the gate to 
access the platforms and lock their 
bikes before boarding their train. 

But now the gate is locked from 
9.30am-4.30pm daily, forcing cyclists 
to use the station’s main entrance. 

National Express East Anglia said 
British Transport Police (BTP) has 
advised it to lock the gate during off- 
peak travel times to reduce the number 
of bicycle thefts at the station. 

However, cyclists fear a serious 
injury could be on the cards. 

Furious Ely resident Jon Chiffins, 
who commutes to Cambridge each 
day, said: “For the past five years, I 
have used the side entrance as it 
means I do not obstruct commuters 
queuing for tickets. 

“Now, I have to go through the 
narrow entrance and across a tiled 
floor, which when wet is extremely 
slippery. 

“In the past week I have observed a 
cycle collide with a mother and push¬ 
chair and a cycle collide with a 
wheelchair. Both of these could have 
been avoided if the gate was open. 

“This is so unbelievably dangerous 
and with such an easy solution - to 
leave the gate open.

“I am generally frightened every 
time I see the sheer number of bikes 
pushing through the small entrance 
that one day a very serious injury will 
occur.” 

Maxine Ford, from Littleport, is also 
concerned. 

She said: “It’s an accident waiting to 
happen. I’ve always gone through the 
side entrance with my bike but now I 
have to go through where everyone 
else does. 

“It’s like a cattle market with cyclists, 
pedestrians, pushchairs and every¬ 
thing else battling through the main 
entrance.” 

However, National Express East 
Anglia said it had received “positive 
comments” about the gate closure. 

A spokeswoman said: “The side 
entrance at Ely station is open during 
peak travel times, including the even¬ 
ing peak, and locked during off-peak 
travel times. 

“This has been instigated at the 
advice of the BTP in order to mitigate 
against the potential threat of bicycle 
thefts. 

“We have had many positive 
comments from customers following 
these changes and Ely has recently 
been re-accredited as a ‘secure station’. 

“We will keep the situation under 
review.”

AND so it begins - the final chapter 
of JK Rowling’s fantasy saga, the 
highest grossing film franchise of all 
time. 

Cleaved in two for creative and 
commercial reasons, Harry Potter 
And The Deathly Hallows follows on 
from the shocking events of Harry 
Potter And The Half-Blood Prince 
with Harry (Daniel Radcliffe), Ron 
(Rupert Grint) and Hermione (Emma 
Watson) facing the renewed threat 
from Voldemort (Ralph Fiennes) and 
the Death Eaters. 

David Yates, who directed the sixth 
film, strikes an even darker tone for 
his imagining of the seventh book, 
leavened with occasional flashes of 
humour such as when Mad-Eye 
Moody (Brendan Gleeson) warns his 
fellow wizards that the magical 
Polyjuice Potion tastes like something 
unsavoury a goblin might produce. 
Screenwriter Steve Kloves remains 
faithful to Rowling’s hefty tome but is 
allowed brief moments of artistic 
licence. 

Thus, we see Harry and Hermione 
tenderly dancing together and 
Voldemort preys upon Ron’s 
insecurities and jealousy by taunting 
him with a vision of a naked Harry 


and Hermione locked in a steamy 
embrace, their blushes spared by 
swirling tendrils of smoke. 

The nefarious Lord Voldemort and his 
followers, including Bellatrix 
Lestrange (Helena Bonham Carter) 
and Lucius Malfoy (Jason Isaacs), 
continue to grow in power, 
threatening everything that 
Dumbledore (Michael Gambon) and 
his followers hold dear. 

With Hogwarts in disarray, Harry, 

Ron and Hermione embark on a 
quest to track down the mysterious 
Horcruxes and stop the forces of 
darkness from taking a stranglehold 
over the wizarding world. 

Originally intended for release in 3D, it 
will only screen in 2D after the 
technical wizards at Warner Bros 
were unable to convert this first 
instalment to the format in time for 


the worldwide release. 

In some ways it’s a blessing because 
the film’s running time of 146 
minutes would mean eye strain for 
younger audiences. 

That said, Part 2 will definitely screen 
in 3D, ensuring Harry, Ron and 
Hermione conclude their epic quest 
with a bang. 

Several sequences have clearly been 
designed with the format in mind, 
such as when Voldemort’s snake 
Nagini springs at the camera, fangs 
bared. 

Similarly, the opening battle over the 
skies of London and through 
motorway traffic would be even more 
breathtaking with audiences swerving 
in their seats to avoid oncoming 
traffic. 

The release of Part 2 next July seems 
an agonisingly long way off.

MOVING HOME

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


I Q Send off change of address cards. 

■ Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY: 


Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

□ Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

□ Take down curtains. 

Q Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

□ Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 

Q Turn off electric appliances.

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


Q Send off change of address cards. 

Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office.

Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
